At  issue  is  $250,000  in  a  $58  million 
district  annual  budget. 

Robert  Beall,  Granite  Education 
Association  (GEA)  president,  said  teacher 
representatives  suggested  to  the  board  late 
Sunday  specific  areas  where  money  could  be 
cut  from  the  district’s  budget.  But  a  district 
spokesman  said  the  areas  were  those  in 
which  cuts  could  not  be  made,  including 
badly  needed  supplies. 

Jolene  Preston,  one  of  the  striking 
teachers,  said  the  teachers  in  the  GEA  were 
tired  of  being  last  on  the  priority  list  when 
funds  were  allocated.  Supplies,  programs  and 
everything  else  have  been  coming  before 
teachers,  she  said. 

The  school  district  is  wasting  money  in 
many  areas  which  could  be  used  to  increase 
teachers’  benefits  and  salaries,  she  said.

In  other  developments,  the  district  said  in 
a  full-page  newspaper  ad  that  its  10.25  per 
cent  salary  hike  was  “a  pretty  good  offer.” 

Beall  characterized  the  district’s  ads  as 
“trite,  banal  propaganda”.  He  estimated 
they,  along  with  newsletters  sent  to  the 
district’s  parents,  were  costing  nearly 
$15,000  in  taxpayer  funds. 

The  teachers  bought  advertising  space  to 
criticize  the  district  for  placing  ads.  The 
teachers’  ads  said  they  were  paid  for  out  of 
association  dues. 

Teachers  voted  last  Wednesday  by  a 
12-to-l  margin  to  strike  effective  Monday. 
School  was  out  for  the  Utah  Education 
Association  convention  last  Thursday  and 
Friday. 

Beall  said  teacher  representatives  studying 
district  books  found  where  more  than 
$250,000  could  be  saved  without  cutting 
any  personnel  or  programs. 

Beall  acknowledged  beginning  teachers 
would  actually  be  striking  for  a  lower  salary, 
but  he  said  they  would  make  it  up  next  year.

The  State  of  Washington  has  denied  the  extradition  of 
former  BYU  student  Gerald  W.  Hicker  to  face  a  gun  theft 
charge. 

Provo  Police  say  no  further  attempt  will  be  made  to 
extradite  him  on  that  charge. 

“That  doesn’t  mean  we’re  giving  up,”  said  Lt.  Duane 
Fraser  Monday. 

Fraser  said  if  Hicker  returns  to  Utah,  he’ll  be  arrested. 

A  request  by  Utah  Governor  Calvin  L.  Rampton  for 
extradition  of  Hicker  has  been  pending  since  last  April. 
Hicker  is  wanted  by  Provo  police  on  the  charge  which  stems 
from  the  disappearance  of  a  roommate’s  guns.  Police  said  the 
charge  is  a  second-degree  felony. 

However,  a  spokesman  for  Washington  Gov.  Dan  Evans 
said  Evans  sees  no  reason  why  rehabilitation  cannot  be 
worked  out  in  Washington  on  suchaa  relatively  minor  charge. 
The  spokesman  said  also  that  Hicker  has  made  restitution 
and  that  no  other  Utah  charges  are  pending. 

Hicker,  who  is  from  Steilacoom,  Wash.,  returned  home 
after  being  acquited  last  March  19  of  the  rape  of  a  BYU 
coed. 

Salt  Lake  County  Sheriffs  Capt.  N.  D.  “Pete”  Hayward 
has  said  Hicker  was  being  investigated  in  the  1974 
murder-rape  of  Barbara  Gene  Rocky,  whose  nude  body  was 
found  in  a  canyon  east  of  Salt  Lake  Qty.  She  had  been 
sexually  assaulted  and  shot  several  times. 

Hicker  was  an  acquaintance  of  Miss  Rocky.  Fasier  was 
critical  of  the  lack  of  communication  from  Washington 
authorities  with  reference  to  the  extradition  request. 

The  Provo  police  lieutenant  was  critical  of  the  lack  of 
communication  from  Washington  authorities. 

“They  haven’t  had  the  guts  to  tell  us  anything,”  he  said, 
explaining  that  no  word  has  been  received  from  Washington 
authorities  about  the  extradition  request.  “All  we  know  is 
what  we  hear  or  read  in  the  media.” 

A  spokesman  for  Evans  said  that  psychiatrists’  evaluations 
say  Hicker  has  a  disposition  toward  confession  of 
wrong-doing  even  though  he  may  not  be  guilty  of  a  crime. 
On  that  basis,  the  spokesman  said,  Evans  is  reluctant  to  turn 
Hicker  over  to  Utah  authorities,  who  would  question  him  on 
other  charges,  unless  substantial  evidence  is  produced  against 
him.

BYU’s  sophomore 
quarterback  Gifford  Nielsen 
has  been  selected  as  an 
Honorable  Mention  in  UPI’s 
National  Backfield  of  the 
Week  for  his  outstanding 
performance  against  the  Air 
Force  Academy. 

Picked  as  the  top 
quarterback  for  the  week  was 
Missouri’s  Steve  Tisarkiewicz, 
who  led  the  Tigers  to  a  41-14 
victory  over  Oklahoma  State. 

Rounding  out  the  UPI 
backfield  was  tailback  Ricky 
Bell  of  Southern  California, 
fullback  Rubba  Bean  of 
Texas  A  &  M,  and  defensive 
back  Jim  Wilson  of 
Pittsburgh. 

Nielsen  completed  74  per 
cent  (14  of  19)  of  his  passes 
for  229  yards  and  one 
touchdown  as  he  led  the 
Cougars  to  a  cbme-from- 
behind  victory  over  the  Air 
Force  28-14. 


It  marked  the  second  week 
in  a  row  that  Nielsen  has 
received  post-game  honors. 
Last  week  he  was  selected  as 
the  WAC’s  outstanding 
offensive  performer  for  his 
record-breaking  display 
against  New  Mexico,  in  which 
he  completed  10  of  12  passes 
for  an  83  per  cent  completion 
average.

Even  the  most  talented  performers  can’t 
overcome  certain  production  problems. 

For  example,  it’s  difficult  to  sing  to  an 
audience  filling  more  than  half  of  the 
Marriott  Center  when  the  microphone 
doesn’t  work.

While  proselyting  missionaries  are  being 
sent  to  the  “four  corners  of  the  earth”  with 
the  call  to  meet  the  spiritual  needs  of 
mankind,  another  type  of  missionaries  are 
accompanying  them,  charged  with  meeting 
health  needs  of  LDS  Church  members. 

The  health  missionary  program  of  the 
church  started  in  1971,  now  includes  over 
200  full-time  missionaries  in  22  countries 
and  34  missions,  according  to  Mary  Ellen 
Edmunds,  coordinator  of  health  missionaries 
for '  the  church.  Over  half  of  the  health 
missionaries  are  in  Latin  America. 

Health  missionaries  are  called  in  the  same 
way  and  for  the  same  period  of  time  as 
proselyting  missionaries,  said  Miss  Edmunds. 
However,  the  qualifications  for  health 
missionaries  are  different  and  much  of  the 
responsibility  for  them  is  with  the  Church 
Welfare  Services  rather  than  with  the 
Missionary  Committee. 

Health  missionaries  work  mostly  with 
members  of  the  church.  They  are  also 
responsible  for  helping  the  proselyting 
missionaries  stay  in  good  health  and  do  some 
work  with  nonmembers.  However,  “the 
health  missionary  program  is  not  a 
proselyting  tool,”  said  Miss  Edmunds. 


Though  the  mission  president  is  the  health 
missionary’s  spiritual  leader,  the  missionaries 
work  primarily  under  the  priesthood  and 
auxiliary  leaders  of  the  branches  and  wards 
within  the  mission. 


Local  members  used 

Rather  than  setting  up  their  own  program 
outside  of  the  church  auxiliaries,  the  health 
missionaries  work  within  them.  They  train 
and  utilize  local  members  in  personal  welfare 
programs,  find  local  resources  such  as 
hospitals,  clinics  and  government  offices 
which  can  be  useful  to  members  of  the 
church,  and  teach  the  members  to  use  them. 

They  also  work  with  these  local  resources 
in  setting  up  health  programs  and  activities. 
The  missionaries  train  church  leaders  to 
identify  and  solve  problems  among  members 
in  their  branches  and  wards. 

The  health  missionaries  also  help 
proselyting  missionaries  to  stay  healthy  by 
administering  immunizations,  identifying 
local  resources  which  can  be  used  by 
missionaries,  and  developing  health 
education  programs  to  teach  missionaries 
how  to  stay  healthy.

Prevention  and  Education 
The  program  emphasizes  two  concepts  - 
preventing  health  problems,  rather  than 
curing  illnesses;  and  teaching  members  of  the 
church  to  be  self-reliant  in  meeting  their 
own  physical  needs. 


Health  missionaries,  are  members  of  the 
church  with  experience  in  health-related 
fields  such  as  medicine,  nutrition,  home 
economics,  sociology,  child  development, 
physical  and  occupational  therapy,  health 
education  and  special  education.  Although 
the  average  age  of  the  health  missionary  is 
23,  people  of  all  ages  have  been  called  on 
such  missions,  including  couples  and  one 
80-year-old  grandmother. 


Spread  gospel  too 

Although  it  is  not  their  primary  function, 
health  missionaries  also  have  opportunities 
to  spread  the  gospel.  Through  their  work 
with  professional  people  they  are  able  to 
interest  many  in  the  gospel,  The  health 
missionaries  work  with  the  proselyting 
missionaries  in  presenting  health-oriented 
open  houses,  family  home  evenings,  firesides 
and  street  meetings  to  which  non-members 
are  invited. 

The  primary  responsibility  of  the  health 
missionaries  is  not  to  teach  members  about 
health,  but  to  train  their  leaders  to  solve 
health  problems  in  the  wards. 


missionary  to,  as  it  were,  leave  himself 
behind,”  said  Miss  Edmunds. 

Aside  from  the  advantages  of  having  a 
trained  leader,  who  can  solve  health  problems 
among  the  members  after  the  health 
missionary  returns  home,  other  advantages 
of  local  companidns  include  their  superior 
knowledge  of  th&  language  and  culture. 

“Considering  the  lack  of  sophisticated 
resources,  it’s  marvelous  what’s  happening,” 
said  Miss  Edmunds.  “You  can  tell  it’s  the 
work  of  the  Lord.” 

At  present,  the  missionaries  have  no  basic 
lessons  provided  them  as  the  regular 
missionaries  do.  They  write  all  of  the 
materials  they  use,  with  ,  the  exception  of 
materials  acquired  from  government 
agencies. 

According  to  Miss  Edmunds,  the  key  to 
the  success  of  the  program  is  the  priesthood 
•and  love.  Although  many  of  the  Peace  Corps’ 
programs  also  are  successful,  those 
volunteers  often  come  home  with  everything 
they  took,  because  they  don’t  have  the  key, 
she  said. 


People  who  have  a  degree  in  a  health  field 
are  valuable,  as  they  can  gain  the  respect  of 
professional  people  in  the  country  they  are 
called  to  work  in,  said  Miss  Edmunds.  Those 
who  are  interested  in  health  missions  can 
obtain-  information  from  the  Missionary 
Committee,  47  East  South  Temple,  Salt 
Lake  City. 


“We’re  trying  to  work  ourselves  out  of  a 
job,”  said  Miss  Edmunds.  In  line  with  this 
philosophy,  the  health  missionaries  are 
“shadow  leaders,”  working  behind  the 
scenes  to  train  local  leaders  to  solve 
problems  rather  than  trying  to  solve  the 
problems  themselves. 


Missionaries  give  all 

“The  health  missionaries  are  tremendously 
dedicated  people,  100  per  cent  service,”  she 
added.  “They  put  their  whole  hearts  into 


it.” 


Trained  to  continue 

They  also  work  with  local  companions, 
training  them  to  continue  working  in  the 
branches  after  the  missionaries  are  released. 

“The  local  companions  are  proving  very 
successful.  It  is  an  opportunity  for  the 


Laura  Grasyck,  a  registered  nurse  from 
Orem  who  returned  from  a  health  mission  in 
the  Mexico,  Mexico  City  Mission,  in  June, 
worked  in  several  different  branches  with  a 
local  companion  in  each  branch. 

She  started  her  work  with  her  companions 
by  teaching  them  to  identify  health 
problems  as  they  visited  homes  of  the 
members.  “I  gradually  worked  them  into 
teaching  classes,”  she  said. 


Miss  Grasyck  also  worked  with  branch 
leaders  in  explaining  how  the  church  welfare 
program  works  and  helping  them  to  get  it 
organized. 

She  helped  members  to  use  wisely  the 
resources  they  had.  “We  taught  fruit-drying 
instead  of  canning,  because  canning  is  so 
expensive  there,”  she  said. 

Miss  Gracyck  and  her  companions  also 
worked  with  government  agencies  on  several 
programs,  such  as  teaching  health  in  local 
schools. 

A  health  mission  can  be  just  as  spiritual  as 
a  proselyting  mission,  she  said.  “You  have  to 
depend  on  the  spirit  as  much  as  the 
proselyting  missionaries.” 

JoAnn  Seely,  a  Provo  purse  who  returned 
from  the  Chile  Santiago  Mission  in  August, 
worked  with  leaders  of  the  branches, 
teaching  them  not  only  about  health,  but 
also  how  to  teach  and  how  to  have  an 
effective  welfare  program. 

\  Teachings  vary 

Miss  Seely  and  her  companions  worked  in 
all  of  the  auxiliaries.  “We  taught  Primary 
children  about  washing  their  hands.”  They 
also  taught  classes  in  MIA  and  met  with 
homemaking  teachers  in  Relief  Society  stake 
meetings  to  teach  them  how  to  use  visual 
aids. 

“We  wanted  them  to  look  within  their 
own  resources.  They  can  see  the  need,  but 
they  don’t  know  how  to  go  about  meeting 
it,”  she  said. 

It  was  difficult  to  assess  the  success  of  the 
health  missionaries  “because  you  can’t  count 
baptisms  like  the  proselyting  missionaries,” 
she  said.  Miss  Seely  added  that  she  could  see 
an  improvement  in  the  way  the  members 
taught  and  in  the  way  leaders  were  handling 
their  welfare  responsibilities  when  she  left.

The  Centennial  Homecoming  celebration  this  past  weekend 
will  be  remembered  as  perhaps  the  biggest  event  marking 
completion  of  the  university’s  first  100  years. 

The  Homecoming  weekend  began  early  Friday  morning 
when  President  Spencer  W.  Kimball  and  his  wife  climbed  into 
a  1906  Cadillac  to  lead  the  Founder’s  Day  march  from 
Lower  Campus  to  the  Alumni  House. 

The  parade  began  with  antique  automobiles,  followed  by 
some  4,000  marchers  representing  classes  dating  back  to 
1893,  as  well  as  current  university  administration,  faculty 
and  students. 

The  Founder’s  Day  Convocation  at  10  a.m.  Friday  in  the 
Marriott  Center  was  described  by  Pres.  Dallin  H.  Oaks  as  the 
“summit  of  the  Centennial  celebration.” 

In  his  convocation  address,  President  Kimball  advised,  “As 
LDS  scholars,  you  must  speak  with  authority  and  excellence 
to  your  professional  colleagues  in  the  language  •©£• scholarship 
and  you  must  also  be  literate  in  the  language  of  spiritual 
things.” 

At  the  end  of  his  speech,  President  Kimball  read  the 
dedicatory  prayer  for  the  Centennial  Carillon  Tower.  Then, 
the  dignitaries,  faculty  and  students  in  the  Marriott  Center 
moved  outside  to  the  tower  itself,  where  President  Kimball 
rang  in  the  beginning  of  BYU’s  second  century  on  the  bells. 
First  he  played  the  notes  from  “Come,  Come  Ye  Saints”  that 
are  the  tower’s  theme.  Then  he  tolled  the  bells  10  times, 
once  for  each  decade  of  the  school’s  first  century. 

Saturday,  the  Homecoming  parade  was  led  by  flag-bearing 
military  men  in  uniforms  of  1776,  1876  and  1976,  followed 
by  dozens  of  floats  and  other  entries  illustrating  the  theme, 
“Celebrating  a  Century.” 

The  BYU  Cougars  whipped  the  Falcons  of  Air  Force 
Academy  28-14  Saturday  afternoon  to  add  to  the 
triumphant  spirit  of  the  festivities. 

The  Homecoming  Frolics  in  the  Marriott  Center  Friday 
and  Saturday  increased  the  feelings  of  nostalgia  and  pride  for 
the  combined  two-night  audience  of  about  30,000.  A 
fireworks  display  followed  Friday’s  performance. 

The  Homecoming  dance  was  held  Saturday  night  in  eight 
different  Provo  locations. 

As  a  postlude  to  the  Homecoming  festivities,  the  “Destiny 
Time  Capsule,’ “buried  at  BYU  in  1958,  will  be  opened 
Thursday  at  11:45  a.m.  at  the  Smith  Family  Living  Center. 

Then,  Saturday  night,  Seals  and  Crofts  will  perform  in  the 
Marriott  Center  for  the  Homecoming  concert.
